completed; it stretched 414.4 feet down the 

600 block of Court Avenue. 

Then the Depression came to the Midwest, 

Hitler rose in power in Bavaria and the Ohio 

River simply rose! 

Nevertheless, F.D.R.'s Public Works 

Administration was determined to complete 

their project: a fieldhouse on the corner 

of Court and Mechanic Streets. 

World War II came and 47 Jeff High graduates 

gave their lives to make the world safe for 

democracy. 

Meanwhile, Jeffersonville saw its high school 
expand several times. Yet things seemed to 
settle down until 1967 when the 
abandoned elementary school on 
Wall Street accepted the overflow of the 
1900 students. 

Today the class of '69 boasts 400 members out 
of 2,000 Red Devils. 

In the early 70 's the new high school will open 

on Allison Lane and Route 62.

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Math Department Expands Program

Jeff High's math department, headed by Mr. 
Phillip Peters, has expanded its curriculum to in- 
clude the five-year "Enrichment Program", which 
entitles juniors and seniors to a vast education in 
math. They may enroll in trigonometry, elementary 
functions, probabilities and statistics, and analytic 
geometry. 

In the past four years, the math department has 
had the benefit of equipment purchased with 
NDEA funds. Among these are visual aids, experi- 
mental devices and mathematical models. 

Mrs. Inez Jones and Mr. Karl Sommers joined the 
math department this year, now making a total of 
nine math teachers. 

Mr. Uhlan Rose, head of the science depart- 
ment, said that they have received many new 
items of equipment in the previous years as funds 
became available. Their latest acquisition was a 
model of DNA molecules and another of RNA 
molecules. 

Mr. Jim Kennedy and Mr. Glen McCarty have 
divided their chemistry classes into Chem. Study 
and ordinary chemistry. The only difference be- 
tween the two courses is that Chem. Study re- 
quires much more research than the regular 
chemistry course. The students learn to think out 
the answers.

One hundred three boys and three girls are 
enrolled in a variety of technical drawing or 
drafting courses. Covering architectural de- 
velopment and other details involved in draft- 
ing, Mr. William Huber, vocational and indus- 
trial arts department head, describes his 
courses as the language of industry. 

Off the drawing board and over to a more 
physical side of the industrial arts is vocational 
machine shop taught by Mr. John Hill. Require- 
ments are stiff for students of Mr. Hill's classes. 
They must have Algebra, Trigonometry, Me- 
chanical Drawing and Industrial Arts Machine 
Shop. The objectives of both metal and machine 
shop and regular machine shop is to prepare 
graduates to enter and apprentice in a pro- 
gram at local machine shops.

Coach Bolton's varsity Red Devils opened their 
'68 season on August 31 by combining forces 
against New Castle and Richmond in the Rich- 
mond Jamboree. 

As the season progressed, spirit soared as 
Jeff won its fourth straight game on Homecoming 
night by nipping the Columbus Bulldogs by one 
touchdown and won 21-14. 

Defeat came the following weekend when Jeff 
met Bloomington at Memorial Park. Bloomington, 
ranked first in the state, had not been scored 
on before meeting the Devils. The Devils man- 
aged to score on a nifty halfback pass from Tom 
Kendall to Bruce Colston but were finally edged 
in the last 4 minutes 20-6, by the top-ranked 
Panthers. 

After toppling both Greensburg and Martins- 
ville, attention was focused on the all important 
game with New Albany. More than 5000 fans 
jammed Buerk Field. The Devils led at the half 
by a score of 7-6, but an 18 yd. field goal 
with 14 minutes to play forced a 9-7 loss on the 
disappointed Jeff fans.

For the entire season of '68 the Devils scored 
a total of 316 points to their opponents 145 points.

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One Of Conflict And Achievement 




For the Greater Clark County School Board 
1968-69 was a year of accomplishment, setback 
and protest. It was a case of a«. overcrowded 
school system trying to overcome its ballooning 
enrollment problems. 

Accomplishments? 1969 marked a new mer- 
ger and another change of name for the school 
system. As of January 1, it was renamed the 
Greater Clark County School Corporation, thus 
combining most of the county under one sys- 
tem. This year also witnessed the construction 
of a much-needed new administration building. 

Setback? Even though the students and facul- 
ty rallied in support of the planned new high 
school, a group of Clarksvillians succeeded in 
filing a remonstrance, causing additional de- 
lay in construction. 

Protest? In late February teachers across the 
state staged a one day work stoppage to pro- 
test the lack of educational funds appropriated 
by the state legislature. Many teachers at Jeff 
joined this work stoppage, providing students 
with an unusual half day at school.
